BOERS PLAYING INTO THE HANDS OF THE 
LISBON GOVERNMENT. 


England Arrests an Expedition to 
Establish a Republic. 


THE PORTUGUESE COURTING A VISIT 
FROM THE BRITISH FLEET.

How the Guelph Fund Was Used Against

CAPETOWN, April 23.—A telegram received 
here from Pretoria, Capital of the Trans- 
vaal. or South African Republic, on April 19 
announced that a Boer ‘‘trek’’ or expedi- 
tion, with the consent of Portugal, was upon 
the point of leaving the Transvaal with the 
object of establishing a Republicin either 
Mashonaland or Manicaland, territories in 
connection with which the British and Portu- 
guese authorities are now engaged in several 
disputes. This project, the telegram added, 
i carried out, would affect Manica territory, 
claimed by England and Portugal. Since that 
time the Lisbon Government has received 
the intimation through the public press and 
through offictal channels that the Portu- 
guese Government was apparently courting 
the visit of a British fleet to Lisbon. Lord 
Salisbury is understood to have instructed 
sir George Glynn Petre, the British Ambassa- 
dorat Lisbon, to call the attention ot the 


Lisbon Government to the reported Boer ex- 


pedition, to the detention of the Sir Jobn 
Willoughby expedition and to other similar 
matters which have caused the relations be- 
tween Great Britainand Portugal to assume 
a dangerously strained aspect. 

AN ACT OF WAR. 

Lord Salisbury was not contented with en- 
tering a protest against the reported expedi- 
tion of the Boers. The British Premier, 
through the Foreign Office, promptly com- 
municated with Sir Henry Brougham Loch, 
the Governor, British High Commissioner 
and Commander-in-Chief of Cape Colony, 
with the result that the latter with equal 
promptness placed himself in communica- 

on with the President of the Transvaal, 
Paul Kruger. The substance of the British 
,overnor’s communication to the President 
ef the Boers was that the projected Boer 
‘‘trek’’ into Mashonaland with the view of 
establishing a new republic would be treated 
as an act of hostility to Her Majesty, the 
Queen of Engiand. 

THE PRESIDEXNT’S REPLY. 

Tothis distinct declaration President Kru- 
ger has just replied. He says that he has

MEMOIRS OF THE SONGSTRESS PUBLISHED IN 
LONDOR,. 
London, April 9.—The memoirs of Jenny 


ters, ts and diaries belonging to her 
husband, The work comprises two intensely 
interesting volumes, which give her history 
upto the time of her marriage. The first 
chapter explains that the public is entitled 
to know only the artistic career ofthe lady, 
and not her domestic or private life. It ap- 
pears that quite early in life she had a strong 
vein of antipathy toa dramatic career. 

Writing to her father in 1642, she expressed 
the desire that God would save her from be- 
ing obliged to sing on the stage. During her 
whole life there was a gradual increase of re- 
ligious feeling, which doubtless induced her 
early retirement from the stage, although 
not through puritanical motives. The work 
includes accounts of the singer written by the 
Queen, and Mme. Schuman givesthe caden- 
zas which she employed and her correspond- 
ence with Mendelssohn. A concise foot note 
gives an account of Jenny Lind's first public 
appearance after her fateful journey to Amer- 
ica, and with this the biography concludes. 

THE HURLBURT CASE.

ATTEMPTED ABDUCTION. 


A Young Lady Assailed by Two Men in a 
Carroliton (O.) Hotel 


CARROLLTON, O., April 23.—Two unknown 
men attempted to abduct or murder Miss Ida 
Morrison at 9 o’clock Tuesday night at the 
Hotel Van Horn. Miss Morrison started for 
her room, whichis No. 6, second floor.

She rushed down 
to the office and fell fainting into a 
chair. When she recovered and told 
of her escape a dozen men dashed 
up stairs, but the abductors had 
escaped through a rear stairway. Last 
Wednesday night an unknown man rang the 
Dell of the side entrance and asked for Miss 
Morrison. He said: lam a friend. Let me 
warn you. Tour life is in danger. Stay in 
the house for a week or s0.’’ Before she 
could reply he disappeared. Miss Morrison 
was born in Boston. When she was 7 years 
old she was placed in the Protestant Orphans’ 
Asylum on St. Clair street. Her mother 
visited her twice the ensuing year, and in- 
formed her that she had wealthy relatives by 
the name of Herrington, who resided in Bos- 
ton. After this all trace of her parents was 
lost. Last night while passing through the 
ball which connects the hotel dining-room 
and private parlor she suddenly met W. G. 
Ebersole, the night clerk, andthrew up her 
hands and fainted dead away. She lies in a

THE HISTORIC CITY TOTTERS FROM TURRET 
TO FOUNDATION. 


A Magazine of 250 Tons of Powder 
Explodes.

Smaller Ones Wrecked-The Streets 
Filled With Debris—Panic Stricken 
People Fleeing for Safety—Passe Pan- 
taleo, Two and a Half Miles From the 
Oity, the Place Where the Explosion 
Ocourred—Bome of the Historic Palaces 
Which Felt the Shook. 


Rome, April 23.—At about 7 o'clock this 
morning, a tremendous explosion shook this 
city to its foundations, spreading terror and 
dismay on all sides. The people rushed from 
their homes into the streets. Houses rocked, 
pictures fell from tho walls, and thousands of 
panes of glass were broken. Orockery-ware 
was shattered, and furniture was over- 
turned. Chimneys crashed down upon the 
roofs and in some instances toppled over into 
the streets below. The cupola of the House 
of Parliament immediately afterthe explo- 
sion shook violently and then collapsed with 
a crash, which added still further to the feel- 
ing of horror which had spread through 
Rome. Thescenesinthe streets andin the 
house after this fearful explosion have pos- 
sibly never before been equalled in dramatic 
effect during the history of modern Kome. 
All the thoroughfares were strewn with 
bricks, stones, splinters and other debris 
hurled there by the force of the powérful con- 
cussion which had caused Rome to totter on 
its foundations. 

PANIC-STRICKEN PEOPLE. 

People of all ages and conditions were rush- 
ing with fear, about the streets trying 
to consolation from the others who were 
as thoroughly terrified as themselves. In the 
houses doors, windows and cupboards were 
burst open, Rents and cracks appeared in 
the walls. The plaster fell from the ceilings 
and general desolation prevailed. In many 
instances people were thrown from their 
beds by the shock which caused so much 
Alarm and cries of terror filled the air as 
thousands of families rushed out into the 
streets. Parents with their children in their 
arms, childrén leading aged parents, the 
younger helping the elders, made for the 
streets as if their only chance of safety de- 
pended upon their being able to reach the 
Open air. Men locked in each other’s faces 

ly tofind reflected there the fear which 
possessed themselves. Women, some pray- 
ing aloud, others hurrying with their chil-

CAUSE OF THE CATASTROPHE. 

Finally when something like order had been 
restored the real cause of the explosion be 
came known. It was discovered that the 
immense powder magasine at Posse Pantaleo, 
four kilometers (twoanda half miles) from 
here, had exploded and that it had caused 
enormous damage to the neighboring fort 
which was filled with soldiers. The reports 
of the affair which have reached here add 
that happily the officer in command of the 
fort heard a rumbling sound previous to the 
final explosion, and hastily ordering the 
soldiers to leave the fort he succeeded in 
averting a terrible disaster. Asit was, sev- 
eral peasants who wereinthe vicinity of the 
scene of the explosion were killed outright 
and a number of others were more or leas in- 
jured. 

As this dispatch is sent, King Humbert and 
his military staff, accompanied by the Italian 
Premier, the Marquis Di Rudint and by all the 
members of the Italian cabinet have left this 
city for the scene of the disaster. 

AT THE RUINS. 

Around the ruins of the magazine 
andthe fort a cordon of troops has been 
drawn in order to keep back the crowds of 
people who, now that the cause of the e- 
plosion is known, flocked to Posse Pantaleo 
eager to see the powder-biackened ruins, 
The troops, however, have instructions not 
to allow any civilians to pass through the 
cordon until the official investigation sow 
being made into the origin of the explosion 
has been completed.

Diek Liddel Under Arrest for the Murder 
of Wood Hite. 


THE STORY OF THE CRIME ON THE OLD 
FORD FARM. 


Statements Upon Which the Indictment 
Against Liddel Was Returned— The 
Part a Woman Played—History of the 
Bandits and Their Operations in Mis- 
souri and Other States. 


U Ricumorp, Mo., April 23.—Dick Liddel, 
once a member of the famous Jesse James 
gang, now a wealthy borse-owner on Eastern 
tracks, was arrested and lodged in jail here 
yesterday. He is charged with the murder of 
Wood Hite, acousin of Jesse James. The 
crime was committed in 1882, and was the 
outgrowth of a feud existing among severgl 
members of the gang. 

The killing of Wood Hite, who, with his 
brother, Clarence Hite, were active members 
of the James gang, occurred in Ray County, 
atthe home of the Ford family. All ofthe 
gang, including the two James boys, 
Liddel, the two Ford boys and the 
rest, were present. Liddel wasat the time 
courting Mattie Ford, a sister of the Bob 
who afterwards assassinated Jesse James. 
It was just after the gang had made a rich 
haul, and they had congregated atthe Ford 
house for the purpose of dividing, the 
plunder. It is suspected that the latter was 
the cause of Hite losing his life, but it was 
never known definitely. Notwostories of the 
affair read alike. 

MATTIE COLLINS’ STATEMENT. 

The statement of Mattie Collins, afterwards 
Liddel’s wife, which was made public a short 
time after the assassination of Jesse James, 
caused the indictment against Liddel in Ray 
County. Mrs. Liddel said at that time that 
lAddel came home in Kansas City right after 

murder of Hite and told her that Wood 
was shot by him in a row over the spolls ofa 
recent raid, although the whole gang had 
participated in the row, which was general. 
Liddell himself was shot in the leg. 

‘The remains of Hite were thrown in an old 
unused well on the Ford farm, where they 
were afterwards discovered. Another state- 
ment made it appear that Hite was jealous of 
Liddel’s @ttentions to Mattie Ford and was 
shot in a row over the matter. The Ford boys 
were also at one time accused of doing the 
job and after Gov. Crittenden pardoned them 
for the assassination of Jesse James the Ray

THE INDICTMENT. 

The matter was finally hushed up until the 
Grand-jury returned an indictment against 
Liddel in 1884. It is not expected that they 
can convict Liddel on what testimony can be 
brought against him now, as most of the wit- 
nesses tothe crimeare dead. The Ford boys 
Who are out West somewhere, could un- 
doubtedly tell the truth concerning the mat- 
ter, but it is hardly likely they will open 
their mouths now. The arrest of Liddel yes- 
terday is thought to be a ruse to get him out 
of Ray County, as his presence is not con- 
genialto the residents of that place, only 
serving to revive old and unpleasant 
memories of the past. 


THE ROBBER BAND. 


HISTORY OF THE BANDITS—THEIR OPERATIONS 
IN MISSOURI AND ELSEWHERE. 


The James gang began operations during 
the war. Jesse and Frank joined Quantrell’s 
band while they were yet boys. From ’61 to 
"66 they engaged in dozens of bloody fights, 
prominent among which was the massacre 
at Centralia, Mo., on Sept. 17, 1861. On that 
occasion the James boys, with Bill Anderson, 
murdered thirty-two invalid Union soldiers. 
During the winter of 1865 Frank and Jesse 
parted foratime, Jesse going to Texas with 
George Shepard and Frank remaining with 
Quantrell and his band, and ranged through 
Kentucky on almost daily raids. It may be 
anaccident that Frank James escaped shar- 
ing the fate of the Quantrell band when most 
of them were killed inthe Kentucky fight, 
and in which Quantrell was killed. Toward 
the end of the war the James boys cast aside 
their guerilla characters for awhile 
and were but very seldom 
heard of. When they did reappear it was in 
the character of train-robbers and highway- 
men. Their first big job was at Russelville, 
Ky., where they robbed a bank of $14,000. Geo. 
Shepard was given three years in the peni- 
tentiary for that offense. 

THE INITIAL ROBBERY. 

The first of their robberies in Missouri was 
at Gallatin, when Cashier Sheets was mur- 
dered and the vaults opened, 

The next robbery was at Columbus, Ky., 
two years later, when the gang only secured 
$200. In 1878 they robbed the ticket office of 
the Kansas City Fair Grounds in broad day- 
light, getting $10,000. Six weeks later the 
bank at Ste. Genevieve, Mo., was robbed of 
$40,000. Following upon the heelsof these 
two came the wreck of a train in Clay County, 
Mo., which netted them $6,000, then the Gad’s 
Ui robbery on the Iron Mountain road, 
where they secured $10,500. 

The next venture was made at Muncie, near 
Kansas City. On this occasion the James boys 
secured $23 ,000. 

Jesse and Frank then wentto Texas and 
planned the Huntington (W. Va.) robbery, 
which was successfully carried out and $60, - 
% taken. On July 15, 1881, a train was held 
up at Winston and Conductor Westfall killed. 

THE BLUE CUT ORIME. 

The final robberies were at Blue Cut and 
Glendale, Mo. Jesse James was killed by 
Bob Ford on April 3, 1882, in a house at St. 
Joseph, Mo. Jesse James turned his back on 
Ford for an instantto hang a picture, and 
the instant he did so Ford red and killed 
him instantly.

8T. LOUIS CLERGY’S ANSWER TO THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY’S OVERTURES. 


The Proposed Amendments Opposed—Rev. 
Dr. Gause of Carondelet Attacks the 
Roman Catholic Schools— Management 
of Presbyterian Seminaries Criticised. 


At 9 o’clock this morning the st. Louis 
Presbytery was called to order by Rev. W. J. 
Lee, the acting moderator. The examination 
of W. F. Irwin, an applicant for licentiate to 
the ministery, was the first thing taken up. 
After the examination, which was rather 
lengthy, the candidate was escorted from 
the room and Rev. George E. Martin 
made some very pointed remarks 
concerning the management of the Presbyte- 
rian theological seminaries. He said that 
too much attention was paid tothe spiritual 
unfolding of the Greek and Hebrew texts, ig- 
noring the technical issuesof the language, 
which the speaker contended was just as im- 
portant as the spiritual parts thereof. Our 
schools of theology, said Dr. Martin, are 
not doing the work which they should. The 
examination of this candidate shows very 
conclusively that the technical points of 
the Hebrew and Greek language are 
neglected to a degree which should not be 
tolerated. This young man (Irwin) comes 
from the McCormick Theological Seminary of 
Chicago, and yet he acknowledges that little 
attention was paid to technical matters in 
teaching these languages. It is a matter that 
is attracting much merited attention, and 
we, as a Presbytery, should ask that persons 
be employed who have a clear and exact 
technical knowledge of the Greek and 
Hebrew languages. 

This severe criticism on the management of 
the theological colleges was not answered by 
anyone. The vote over, the candidate 
was brought back into the room and took the 
obligation and thereby became authorized to 
preach the gospel accordingto the creed of 
the Presbyterian faith. 


AN IMPORTANT REPORT. 

Rev. S. J. Niccolls, as chairman of the com- 
mittee on overtures from the General Assem- 
bly in relation to the confession of faith and 
Church government, made a report which 
answers in the negative the questions which 
have come from the General Assembly at its 
session abouta year ago. Rev. Dr. Palmer 
moved the adoption of the report and that it 
be sent to the coming Detroit session of the 
General Assembly, as the answer of the St. 
Louis Presbytery to the overtures made. 

Dr. Niccolls then explained the provisions 
of the overtures providing that one-third of 
the Presbyterians coula force the General 
Assembly to consider any question which 
they may force upon it. 

It this be allowed,’’ said Dr. Niccolls, 
the first thing we know they 
wil be giving our churches bishops 
or something of that kind. In 
the overtures from the General Assembly the 
Vital rules governing the churches are left to a 
majority of the commissioners to the General 
Assembly, while the less vital questions of 
confessions of faith in some instances 
are not touched on. This is where 
the General Assembly made a mis- 
take. They leave vital matters to a ma- 
jority vote andleave unimportant ones as 
they were before. It is Grifting, 1 say, 
toward dangerous waters, and the 
tendency should be checked be- 
fore it becomes more powerful 
than the church government itself. For 
these reasons and because I believe that the 
adoption of the overtures would not be to the 
advantage of the Presbyterian churches I 
hope the report that Ihave just read will be 
adopted. 

Two or three gentlemen spoke mildly in op- 
position to the report, but when a vote was 
called the adoption was unanimous, such 
fact being ordered transmitted to the General 
Assembly through the clerk of the Presby- 


tery.

2. The provision of section 5 of the pro- 
posed amendment is in our judgment un- 
wise and calculated to promote disturbance 
and unrest rather than peace. 

3. The overture is defective in that section 
12, chapter 18, Which contains the terms of 
subscription to the confession of faith may be 
amended or changed by a vote ofa majority 
of the Presbyteries. 

**4.We decidedly object to the taking out of 
section 6, Chapter 12, of form of government, 
which section limits the powers of the assem- 
bly and secures the rights of the Presbytertes. 

In view of the above we recommend that 
the overture be answered in the negative. 

It was the generally expressed opinion that 
the report of the committee thoroughly con- 
veyedthe sentiment of the members of the 
Presbytery upon 4 question of such momen- 
tous interest. It will be seen that the over- 
tures of the General Assembly are apparently 
taking these factsinto consideration, appar- 
ently doomed to defeat. The action in rela- 
tion to the establishment of the Order of 
Deaconesses and this are the most important 
which have been acted upon during the ses- 
sion of the Presbytery. 

ATTACK CATHOLICS. 

Rev. Joseph H. Gause of Carondelet, Chair- 
manofthe Committee on Schoolsand Col- 
leges, made a report, in which he charges 
that the Catholic Church is scheming to get 
possession of the public schools. The follow- 
ing language is used: 

wWnether justly or unjustly, necessarily 
or unnecessarily, the fact is potent to every- 
one that not only denominational, but all 
religious instruction is practically 
ruled out of our public schools. 
Again consider the well-known, indeed, 
openly avowed opposition of the Roman 
Catholic Church to our public schools by 
their adherents and the consequent erection 
of schools of their own; front to front, back 
to back, with public school buildings, as is 
actually the case,at least in the southern part 
of the city of St. Louis. Add to this their per- 
sistent demand for the support of such 
schools out of the common school tax, in 
which, ifthey have not succeeded directly, 
they do indirectly in securing spe- 
cial favors from the Assessor and Collector. 
There isnow throughout ourland religious 
instruction on the basis of, to say the least, 
an impure Christianity and a perverted 
gospel,’’ 

The report went on to particularize to 
some extent, comparing the alleged attacks 
of the Catholics on the schools of this coun- 
try to that of Hindooisn on those of India, 
Saying that the schools of both countries 
should be preserved as far as po,sible in both 
countries by the Presbyterian Church. 

Upon the concluding ofthe reading of this 
report the members of the presbytery were 
again invited to participate in a luncheon 
prepared by the ladies of Lafayette Park 
Church. Rev. Dr. Palmer remarked that the 
“‘uncrowned deaconesses’’ were not yet 
weary ofthe honor which the st. Louis Pres- 
bytery was willing to bestow upon them, as 
to-day’s luncheon demonstrated. 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 

After partaking of a luncheon served by the 
ladies of the Park Avenue Presbyterian 
Church the afternoon session yesterday was 
opened by prayer by Rev. J. R. Warner. The 
Poplar Bluff Church for Rev. E. D. Walker 
was read and accepted.

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THE COUNTRY’S TRADE. 


AMOUNT OF EXPORTS AND IMPORTS FOR 
THE MONTH OF MARCH. 


The Business of Missouri Cities Compared 
—Parcels in the Mail—The Question of 
Immigration—Pensioners Placed on the 
Roll—Washington Néws. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury was furnished to-day 
with an advance statement of the country’s 
business in exports and imports for the 
month of March. The exports amounted to 
$75,316,417, and the imports $77,606,669 
The st. Louis imports for the same 
period were valued at $249,578; at St. Joseph, 
$8,579, and Kansas City, $32,459. The imme- 
grants landed in the United States during the 
month number 52,172, the largest number 
being 10,209 Germans, and the next largest, 
Italians, 7,963, an unusually large increase of 
the last named class. 


AT THE DEPARTMENTS. 


PARCELS IN THE MAILS—THE IMMIGRATION 
QUESTION—PENSGIONS GRANTED. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 23.—The mals 
carried over 1,000 pounds to Mexico last 
month under the parcel post system in- 
augurated a couple of years ago, and the 
business of the postal department in this 
branch is growing constantly.

Detroit Street-Car Strikers Blockade 
All the Lines. 


THE POLICE POWERLESS TO DISPERSE 
THE CROWDS. 


Nine Hundred Stove Molders Join the 
Ranks of the Rioters—Not a Car Run - 
ning in the Oity To-Day—Further Vio- 
lence inthe Coke Region Growing Out 
of Evictions. 


Drrnorr, Mich., April 23.—The street car 
strikers presented a stronger front this morn- 
ing than at any time duringthe trouble. The 
men were exceedingly active during the 
night and evidently persuaded all those still 
remaining faithful to desert their posts, 
for this morning the roads are tied up tight, 
only one trip having been made on the, W 0od- 
ward avenue road. The spirit of destruction 
was also abroad during the night and the 
rails were torn up in places on most of the 
lines in the city. Barricades of blocks in length 
were put on the rails during the night. The 
patrol wagons were kept going from place to 
place, but as they approached the scene of 
some disorder the crowd disappeared. The 
Police Department was totally unable to 
cope with the trouble asthe men were dis- 
persed in crowds all over the city. 

On Jefferson avenue an attempt torun cars 
was made but givenup. On Gratiot avenue, 
not a car was sentout, owing to the 
lack of crews. The same situation pre- 
valled on Cass and Third avenues. 
On the Trumbull avenue the track was 
barred at intervals by substantial barriers of 
timber, backed up with huge stones. Another 
method of crippling the service was adopted 
last night. The switches and turn-outs 
were at many points filled with concrete, so 
that a pick was necessary toclearthem. Up 
to 2:30 o’clock this afternoon no further 
effort had been made to start cars on any of 
the lines. 

The entire system of the City Ratlway Co. 
is paralyized. Nine hundred stove molders 
have quit work and joined the strikers to pre- 
vent the running of cars. 


IN THE COKE REGION. 


THE SHERIFF BADLY INJURED IN LAST NIGHT'S 
COMBAT WITH STRIKERS. 

SCOTTDALE, Fa., April 23.—The latest ro- 
ports concerning the riot at the Adelaid® 
plant of the Frick Co. last night is that none 
of the parties injured will die. Of the two 
women hurt one was shot through the shoul- 
der and the other received a scalp wound. 
The physician says both will recover with 
proper care in afew days. The story that one 
of the women would be paralyzed for life, 
is without foundation. It is now certainly 
known that the woman most seriously wound- 
ed was shot by her lover, a burly Hun, whom 
she tried tosave. The same Hun shot Sherif 
McCormick inthe hand. After the shooting 
the Hun swam through the river and escaped 
and ig still at liberty. 

Sherif! McCormick is badly injured. He 
says he is satisfied that if it had not been for 
the timely arrivalof thetroops he believes 
he and his deputies would all have been 
killed. 

At noon to-day all is quiet at Adelaide and 
no trouble is reported from other parts of the 
region. Half of Company C have been de- 
tained at the Adelaide plant and will see that 
order is maintained. The men returned to 
work atthe plant as usual this morning and 
did not seem the least alarmed. 

The Frick and McClure companies claim 
the number of men going to work is increas- 
ing, and by the last of the week expect to be 
able to make all the coke they bave orders 
for. 

At Leisinring No. 2 the Pinkertons are in 
charge and nothing can be learned of the sit- 
uation. The seven days’ notices given the 
strikers at the Painter and Diamond works 
of the McClure company expire to-day. If 
the men do not return to work the Sherif will 
be called upon this evening to evict them. 

REVOLVERS AT EVICTIONS. 

Shortly after noon to-day Sherif’ McCor- 
mick with deputies began making evictions 
at Leisinring No.2. While attending to his 
duties a Hungarian woman named Giashko 
shot at him, the ball inflicting a 
painful fiesh wound in the hand. 
The Sherif grappled with the woman 
and wrested the revolver from her. The in- 
furiated woman then secured an ax and, as 
the Sheriff persisted in his attempts to evict 
the woman, she attacked him, the weapon 
giving him an ugly cut on the foot. McOor- 
mack then drew a revolver and shot the 
woman in the leg. By this time a great 
crowd of strikers had gathered 
and one Hun made for 
the Sherif. McCormick pluckily stood his 
ground and shot the man inthe mouth. The 
deputies were gathered in a Knot by this 
time and the evictions were carried through. 
It is not believed any one of the three parties 
shot is fatally injured. 

PLASTERERS WALK OUT. 

MINKEAPOLI6, Minn., April 23.—The plaster- 
ers have a grievance,and yesterday ninety- 
seven of them walked out. They demand 
$2.50 a day instead of $3, and every boss in the 
city except one is willing to grant the de- 
mand;yetthe union has declared a general 
walk-out in order to force that one boss to 
capitulate. The union suspects that the other 
bosses are secretly encouraging him to hold 
out.

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Ix a street railway franchise granted 
when Toronto was but a fraction of its 
present size, the city reserved the right to 
acquire the company’s property after a 
certain number of years at a fair valuation. 
This valuation has been fixed by three 
arbitrators, who found the total market 
value of the company’s real and personal 
property, deducted therefrom the incum- 
brances, and decided that the city should 
take legal possession of the property on 
paying the balance and assuming the in- 
debtedness. The company’s lawyers fought 
hard for compensation for good will““ 
and the increased value of the franchise, but 
the arbitrators decided that these were not 
company assets, as the city reserved them 
in reserving the right to purchase. Toronto 
greatly increased in size can now dispose 
of the franchise and property on terms 
much more advantageous to the city than 
were embodied in the original grant, and 
ifasimilar management had been adopted 
by the rulers of St. Louis our municipal 
revenues from such sources might now be a 
great relief to tax-payers. 


No AMENDMENT to the Constitution is 
required to enable the United States Gov- 
ernment to fulfill its treaty obligations 
and to punish as a crime any infraction of 
treaty rights. That full power in this re- 
spect is already delegated is unquestion- 
able. The only thing needed is a Federal 
statute defining the crime and prescribing 
the punishment. Its enforcement would 
not in the least enlarge the Federal power 
as fixed by the Constitution or conflict 
with any right reserved tothe States and 
the people. The States weuld still deal 
with murders and riots as violations of 


State laws where foreigners and the sub- 


jects of treaty powers were concerned, and 
where the State law is well enforced the 
protection would be ample to satisfy all 
demands. But where the State law mani- 
festly fails, it would be well to have in re- 
serve a Federal statute under which the 
United Statés courts could punish acts in 
‘contempt or violation of the treaty obliga- 
tions of the United States. The lyncher 
not afraid of being indicted for mob mur- 
der in the State courts, might think twice 
before laying himself liable to a Federal 
indictment for a felonious violation of 
treaties that are declared a part of the 
supreme law.

ME. GOULD’S DOCTRINE. 


Mr. StNr DILLON has been put for- 
ward by Mr. JAY GouLp to defend stock 
watering in a magazine article, which of 
course takes the ground that the question 
of capitalization concerns stockholders 
alone; that the public or the Government 
has no right to prevent them from capital- 
izing their property at twice or many 
times its value when they can make it earn 


| dividends on water. 


This is putting in a new form the old 
claim that a corporation created by the 
State, endowed with the right of eminent 
domain and clothed with exclusive privi- 
leges amounting to a practical monopoly, 
has a right to exact from the public ‘‘all 
that the traffic will bear’’—allitcan make 
the public pay—without any regard to cost 
of property, cost of service or any standard 
of reasonable compensation to which the 
common law restricts the charges of com- 
mon carriers. 

The old robber doctrine that ‘‘they shall 
get who have the power and they shall 
keep who can,’’ is very untenable ground 
on which to oppose government regulation 
of railroad charges and railroad capitaliza- 
tion. Modern governments, and especially 
such governments as ours, are supposed 
to be established on purpose to protect the 
people from any practical enforcement of 
that doctrine. In taking his stand upon 
such a theory of equity and public policy, 


Mr. DILLON sneers at those who think 
they can cure the disease of poverty if we 
will only give them all tha,property of the 
nation to start with.’’ But he represents 


_a knot of men who have managed to appro- 
| priate to their own use in a very few years 
a very large part of the nation’s wealth, 
and his defense of the principle on 
| which they have done it will never be 
| sanctioned by the people or the Govern- 
ment of this country. 
| If he wants to rebuke and prevent harsh 
and unjust regulation of railroad charges 
he should appeal to the strong popular 
sense of fair play and justice, instead of 
outraging it by contending that the public 
should be left at the mercy of stock specu- 
lators, whose constant study is the sup- 
pression of competition and the robbing of 
the public by the device of false capitaliza- 
tion.

In my opinion, itis only those publishers 
who deciine to make a detailed statement of 
their circulation, and those who, having 
made it, areunwilling, for reasons of their 
own, to swear to its accuracy, that decry 
and belittle sworn circulation reports. It is 
an evidence of their oon weakness.

Mrs. Potter Palmer Makes a Serious 
Charge Against Miss Couzins, 


AND ERS. JOHN A. LOGAN SAID IT WAS A 
MISTAKE TO ELECT HER. 


The Moving Powers in the Executive Com- 
mittee ofthe Board of Lady Managers 
of the World’s Fair Are Against the 
Champions of Woman Suffrage—A St. 
Louis Lady Defends Miss Cousins. 


The World’s Fair Board of Control will meet 
next Monday at Chicago when the case of 
Secretary Phoebe Couzins will be taken up. 
Her friends in the board will make a strong 
fight to have her dismissal revoked. 

A well-known and clear-headed St. Louis 
lady who is an industrious literary worker, 
writing over the name of Elizabeth Beverly, 
after waiting for older friends to act, makes 
the following strong presentation of Miss 
Couzins’ case. She says: 

»The impression seems to prevail that the 
situation is the result of a personal quarrel 
between the President of the Board of Lady 
Managers and its Secretary, both of whom 
were duly elected at a meeting of the full 
board last November. I have the personal 
assurance of Mrs. Palmer that such is not the 
case and that not a single unpleasant word 
has ever passed between herself and the 
Secretary. 

There does exist, however, a decided dif- 
ference of opinion as to the duties of the two 
positions, and I learn froma member of the 
National Commission, the chairmanof an 
important committee, that many of the 
members of that body are of the opinion 
that the views held by Miss Cousins are cor- 
rect. I was present at the meeting of the 
Board of Lady Managers last November 
when both officers were elected, although I 
am not,as has been erroneously stated, a 
member of the board. 

**I regret to say that it very soon developed 
there that very few ofthe members were at 
all familiar with the rules of procedure that 
govern deliberative bodies, anda great deal 
of confusion resulted. The difference of opin- 
ion that now exists between the President of 
the B. L. M. and its Secretary arises from this 
confusion. Ina moment of enthusiasm the 
board passed a resolution calling for the ap- 
pointment of an executive committee to 
whom, ‘whenthe B. L. M. is not in session 
shall be delegated the powers of the full 
board.’ This committee was to consist of 
the chairmen of the twelve standing commit- 
tees and twelve other ladies to be selected or 
appointed by the President. It is perfectly 
safe to say that if it had occurred to these 
ladies that they were placing the power to 
practically discharge from further duty the 
eighty ormore remaining members in the 
hands ofthis committee this motion would 
have been very promptly laid upon the table. 
As a matter of fact, they conferred just that 
power, although, no standing committees 
having been appointed, it is probable that 
the assertion that the committee is illegally 
constituted is well founded. Mrs. Palmer 
has, itistobe presumed, carefully selected 
from the one hundred and fifteen ladies those 
most likely to carry out her own ideas. 

Isa one of them at the Palmer House last 
Sunday of whom I asked the question: ‘With 
the powers invested in the Executive Com- 
mittee will it ever be necessary to call the 
whole board together again?’ 

She replied: ‘No, I suppose not.’ 

1 then asked: ‘What will the eighty or 
more ladies do?’ 

Oh, she said, ‘they will work in their 
States.’ 

But,“ Isaid, Who will pay them for the 
State work since the law governing your 
body provides for pay only when the board is 
in session, and many of them can not afford 
to give their time without remuneration?’’ 

To this she replied: ‘We are going to sug- 
gest that they ask their States to set aside a 
portion of their appropriations for the fair to 
pay them for their work.’ 

„1 did not suggest that the States might 
prefer to select their own assistants, instead 
of employing those already designated for na- 
tional work, and I was greatly amused at the 
complacency with which, having been pro- 
vided with asalary of 86 per day and ex- 
penses, to say nothing of social advantages 
not heretofore enjoyed, she was prepared to 
turn the less fortunate members out into the 
cold. In answer to my questions in regard to 
the alleged dismissal of the Secretary, she 
said: ‘Miss Couzins has simply missed a 
golden opportunity. we were prepared to take 
her up socially and make a great deal of her 
but now’—hber silence was eloquent an 
doomed Miss Phoebe to social ostracism. 
These ladies also 1 that there had 
been no quarrel, and the inefficiency, extrav- 
agance and dishonesty of the Secretary 
were the only causes for the alleged removal. 
The inefficiency she did not plain; the ex- 
travagance was in having provided the 
office with an organized force of two clerks 
of her own choosing, and as their public 
statement shows, they charge Miss Couzins 
with ‘maliciously altering’ one of the reso- 
lutions, which constitutes the dishonesty. 
This charge is so absurd that no comment is 
necessary. Considerable capital has been 
made in Chicago ofthe quotations from the 
prominent su gists, and I would like to 
show them how mistaken they are in the 
conclusion that the suffrage principles of the 
Secretary cut no figure inthe case. A mem- 
ber of this Executive Committee said to me: 
‘The ority ofus were opposed to Miss 
Cousins in the first place on account of her 
suffrage principles, but President Palmer of 
the National Commission recommended her 
6o hi that we voted for her, and it is a 
matter of fact that wherever possible the 
members of the board who are known to 
be suffragists have been ignored; not bein 
a suffragist myself, my feelings were no 
hurt, but common courtesy should have sug- 
nes that as Isabella Beecher Hooker offered 

he resolution creating the Executive Com- 

mittee, her name sho appear on the list of 

its members, which it does not;the suffra- 

sts of St. Louis may be assured that their 

dy will receive no favors atthe hands of 

the ladies in charge of the Woman’s Depart- 
ment of the World’s Fair.

To whom the $36,000 given by Congress 


the World’s Fair be paid, ana for what pur- 


pose; and if, as Chairman of the Committee 


for the use of the Board of Lady Managers of | 


on Finance, she has any duties, present or 
prospective. Mrs. Hooker says that she was 
Chairman of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization, and that with entire unanimity 
the board decided that the President of the 


board should appoint twelve commit- 
tees on classification to correspond 
with those of the commission, and 
that the member selected by each 
committee for that purpose should become a 
member of the Executive Committee. The 
other twelve members of the Executive Com- 
mittee were to be appointed by the Prest - 
dent, who wasto be made Chairman. Mrs. 
Palmer, she continues, wished time to select 
the members of these standing committees, 
and asked the ladies to study the schedule 
and send to her the name of the committee 
on which they wished to serve, and they sep- 
arated, Mrs. Hooker says, with the under- 
standing that they would be notified of her 
(Mrs. Palmer’s) selections in due time. 
But, says Mrs. Hocker, no appointments 
have been made except that Mrs. Palmer, at 
the last moment, made me Chairman of the 
Committee on Finance, and in February sum- 
moned me to Washington in that capacity, 
and it was with surprise and regret that 1 
have learned that under the influence of the 
Board of Control she had a nted the whole 
Executive Committee and. summoned them 
to meet in Chicago on the 8th inst. 

Mrs. Hooker says she met several other la- 
dies who had protested against this usurpa- 
tion of authority by the Board of Vontrol, 
whereupon she wrote a letter to the members 
of the board. 

Mrs. Hooker concludes by saying that ‘‘It 
would bea great reliefto many of us if we 
could be assured of a meeting of the whole 
board the first week in May.“ 

THE SECRETARY'S REPLY. 

Secretary Foster in replying to Mrs Hooker’s 
letter first repeats her tw tions and 
then says: ‘‘In reply I ha o advise you 
that the clausemaking appropriation for the 
World’s Columbian Commission for the next 
fiscal year reads as follows: ‘For the World’s 
Columbian Commission $9,600, of which sum 
$36,000 shall be used forthe Board of Lady 
Managers.’ 

Jam of the opinion that the sum of $36,000 
named inthe appropriation can only be ex- 
pended by authority of the World's Colum- 
bian Commission, and that the sald commis- 
sion must determine in what manner the 
said sum shall be expended. 

In reply to your second question I have to 
state that this office has no control whatever 
over and is not required by lawto supervise 
inany mannerthe duties ofthe members of 
any committees of the Board of Lady Man- 
agers. Article 11 of the by-laws ofthe com- 
mission provides the method by which the 
Board of Lady Managers shall be convened 
and that is (in brief) that the number of 
meetings and the duration of each meeting 
shall be wholly under the control as deter- 
mined by the Executive Committee of the 
Commission.’’ 

The letter to which Mrs. Hooker refers in 
her letter to Secretary Foster as having been 
addressed tothe Board of Lady Managers is 
dated April 9, while the board wab assembled 
in Chicago. Inthisletter she says that as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee she had 
hoped to be invited to attend the first meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee whenever it 
should be duly appointed in order to assure 
the ladies of the cordial attitude of both 
Houses of Congress toward the Ladies’ 
Board and especially of their desire that 
we should convene in April or May forthe 
purpose of completing our organization and 
laying out plans of work.’’ 

Mrs. Hooker says she had interviews on the 
subject with Senators Hawley and Allison. 
The latter assured her that Congress had no 
intention of crippling the board by cutting 
down the appropriations to the Commis- 
sioners and making it im possible for the 
Ladies’ Board to meet this spring. She says 
that art. ö of the Board of Control not only 
assumes without cause that Congress would 
disapprove of a meeting of the Ladies’ Board 
this spring but proceeds to put all power and 
authority into the hands of an Executive 
Committee which has never been appointed 
by our President in accordance with our 
by-laws. 


IN THE COILS OF A PYTHON.

The smaller snakes 
had disappeared under the bed, where they 
were hissing and squirming ina heap. ‘‘Un.- 
twis’ hees tail, faintly whispered the halt 
choked professor.

THE GALLOWS TREE. 


Its April Bearing Unusually Heavy This 
Year. 


. 


FORTY PERSONS SENTENCED TO PAY THE 
DEATH PENALTY. 


Homicides and Hangings in the United 
States in the Course of a Year-—The 
Rifle, the Electric Chair and the Noose 
—A History of Hanging—Incidents on 
the Scaffold. 


Nearly forty legal executions were fixed 
for the month of April in the United States. 
Up to date more than twenty 
offending citizens have danced on air, 
Seven negroes in the Indian Territory 
under sentence to be shot escaped op the eve 
of their execution. 

Six prisoners are in the condemned cells of 
the New York penitentiary awaiting electro- 
cution. Altogether the gallows has been 
brought more into use in the States providing 
for that mode of execution during April than 
it has been in any one month during the past 


year. 
Death by hanging is one of the oldest forms 
of capital punishment in existence. From 
old Egyptian sculptures it is known that it 
was practiced in that country long before the 
Jewish captivity. The Jews themselves fre- 
quently practiced hanging after the Egyptian 
captivity, but it appears to have been un- 
known until then, the death penalty being 
inflicted by stoning. The Persians regarded 
death by the cord as a peculiarly 
degrading method of execution, and 
in answer. to the appeal of 
Esther on behalf of the family of Mordecai 
and the Jewsin general King Ahasuerus 
hanged his satrap Hamanon a particularly 
lofty gallows, that all the people might see 
how oppressors were punished. The ex- 
pression to hang bim as high as Haman’’ 
is still in common use. Among the Greeks and 
Romans hanging was sometimes resorted to, 
especially in the case of slaves. In the mid 
dle ages it was common throughout Europe, 
but was confinedto those of low degree, 
men of rank dying by the sword or ax. 
England has always been the country in 


which the noose was most com- 
monly resorted to as a means of 
inflicting the death penalty. The 


ax was reserved for high nobles, the com- 
moners and the gentry condemned to death 
being executed by the cord. The English 
methods of inflicting this punishment were 
peculiarly brutal down to the end of the 
seventeenth century. Hanging in chains was 
a purely English inventiog, the object being 
to prevent the friends of the malefactor from 
carrying off the corpse and to serve as a 
warning tolaw-breakers. For centuries the 
gallows, with one or more corpses hanging 


upon it, was seen on every English 
moor and at nearly every 
crossroad. Hanging was frequently 


supplemented by drawing and quartering, 
the culprit being cut down while still alive, 
his heart and bowels torn out, and his dis- 
emboweled limbs boiled in tar and placed 
above the city gates. The number of men 
condemned to this death by the infamous 
Judge Jeffries during the Bloody Assizes fol- 
lowing the suppression of the rebel- 
lion led by the Duke of Monmouth 
exceeds the recold of any other Judge. 
Until the opening of the present cen- 
tury death by hanging meant death 
by strangulation, as the drop is 
a modern invention. The nearest 
approach to it was allowing the criminai to 
spring from a ladder,thus breaking the neck. 
Frequently the process of strangulation was 
hastened by the hangman sliding down the 
rope and resting his weight upon the shoul- 
ders of the condemned man. This was the 
recognized method in all executions that 
took place on the famous Place de Greve of 
Paris. The punishment inflicted for piracy 
in England was invariably hanging, and until 
the opening of the present century there 


were always at least a score 
of corpses to be seen hanging 
in chains on Execution Dock in 


London, asagrim warning what those who 
new the Jolly Roger had to expect in oase 
they were captured. The Lowland Scotch 
hanged the Highland veterans without mer- 
cy, Hanghman Stairs being the place of exe- 
cution. Haribu, onthe English border, was 
always decorated with the corpses of the 
Scottish border foragers, hanged by the 
warden of the Marshes. The drop is now 
used exclusively inall countries except the 
United States, but in someof the States of 
this country the culprit is jerked heaven- 
ward instead of dropped earthward, 
death being inflicted by liberating a heavy 
weight attached to the rope, the other end 
of which forms the noose that encircles the 
neck of the criminal. In Newgate the bodies 
of those executed are not givento their 
friends, but are buried in quicklime in order 
that they may be totally destroyed. Those 
sentenced to death by naval court-martial 
are hanged from the yardarm, the con- 
demned man standing on the deck, and being 
run up by forty seamen. Aggravated cases 


. of desertion in time of war, and mutinies are 


punished by hanging in the hollow square of 
the regiment, death by the rope being con- 
sidered in all services far more disgraceful 
than that inflicted by the bullet. 


ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


INCIDENTS CONNECTED WITH THE DEMISE OF 
VICTIMS OF THE NOOSE. 

It is a remarkable fact that nearly without 
exception those who die by the noose meet 
their fate With a steadiness and coolness that 
is seldom shaken. Men of all classes have 
been sent out of the world by the hempen 
route, but the cases in which cowardice has 
been exhibited are very few and far between. 
The rule is that men meet their fate with 
stolid indifference, sometimes with levity, 
and very infrequently with any signs of fear. 
In many instances the ludicrous is minglea 
with the tragic in a most peculiar 
and striking manner. A case occured 
in this city that manifested this in a remark- 
able degree. Henry Erb was led from his cell 
to the galows while smoking a fine Havana 
cigar. On mounting the scaffold he laid it 
down on the railing in order to address the 
crowd, While he was speaking one of the 
— in moving about ap- 
proached cigar. Erb ceased speaking and 
warned him not to knock it off, apparently 
oblivious of the fact that in a few 


moments his life would come to an 
end. Another condemned criminal in- 
sisted on being treated for a cold 


that threatened to develop into pneumonia 
on the night before his execution. A case in 
New York occurred in which the condemned 
insisted on being conducted to the scaffold 
under an umbrella, as he said that the rain 
that was falling would be certain to bring on 
a bronchial complaint to which he was sub- 
ject. In one of the numerous hangings at Ft. 
Smith, Ark., a condemned criminal was very 
anxious that the drop should be long enough 
to insure displacement of the vertebrae, 
and persuaded the Sheriff to give him 


a little more rope than the ordinary al- 


lowance. The result was that his head was ab- 
solutely jerked from his shoulders. The sub- 
stitution of the lift for the drop was frst 
New Mexico. The Sherif! was very

writer acknowledged his inability to deter- 
mine. Probably the most peculiar apology 
on record fora mistaken hanging occurred 
in Nevada in 1872. A man was lynched for 
horse-stealing, but immediately after- 
wards it was discovered that it was a case 
of mistaken identity. A committee of ten 
lynchers called upon the deceased wife to of- 
fer their apologies. ‘‘Madam,’’ said the 
„ “*we must acknowledge that 
this time you have the laugh on us. In 1855 
two Mexicans were seized in Fresno, Cal., ac- 
cused of having stolena mule. The jury of 
the lynchers, after hearing the evidence, went 
into a room to deliberate. In half an honr 
they announced that they found the men not 
guilty. To their surprise they were roughly 
hustled back into their room with an intima- 
tion that they must find a different verdict. 
This they obediently did, and on announcing 
it were informed that while they were delib- 
erating the men had been hanged, as the 
lynchers had no time to waste. Half an hour 
later the owner of the mule was considerably 
surprised to discover his animal in a shed, 
where he himself had placed him during the 
previous evening while slightly intoxicated. 


SOME FAMOUS EXEOUTIONS. 


NOTED MEN WHO HAVE DIED BY THE CORD— 
THE HANGMAN’S PARADISE. 

Not a few distinguished men have died by 
the noose inthis country. There were, two 
famous executions during the revolutionary 
war, those of Andre and Hale, both of whom 
were hangedas spies and met their deaths 
with heroic fortitude. Andre’s remains re- 
pose in Westminster Abbey. the only instance 
in whicha man who was hangedhas been 
accorded such an honor. Harvard Univer- 
sity enjoys the questionable honor of having 
had a professor who left the world by the 
hempen route. Prof. Webster was executed in 
Boston for the murder of Dr. Parkman, and 
this incident gave Gen. Rutlege an oppor- 
tunity to make a cutting retort upon a rival 
lawyer. Butler was conducting the cross- 
examination ofa witness with peculiar sav- 
ageness, when the opposing counsel pro- 
tested and asked him if he knew that he was 
a professor in Harvard College. ‘‘I know the 
Harvard professors,’’ replied Butler, ‘‘we 
hanged one of them a few days ago. The 
execution of young Spencer, the son of the 
Secretary of War, excited tremendous feeling 
throughout the country. Spencer went to 
sea asa midshipman under the command of 
Capt. MacKenzie of the navy. When near 
the West Indies MacKenzie believed that he 
discovered a plot for the capture of the 
vessel and the murder of the officers of which 
Spencer was the ringleader. The intention 
of the mutineers was to turn the vessel intoa 
piratical craft. A courtmartial was called, 
Spencer and two companions condemned to 
death, and within three hours all were 
hanged from the yardarm. MacKengle on 


his return to this country was tried 
for murder and was acquitted. 
The trial of those engaged .in the 


plot to assassinate Lincoln, and of Guiteau, 

the murderer of Garfield, are familiar to all. 
Ft. Smith, Ark., can show a larger list of 
hangings thanany half dozen States in the 
Union. The denizens of the Indian Territory 
accused of crime are tried before the United 
States Court at that place, andthe efficiency 
of the administration of justice has done 
much to root out lawlessness in that much 
disturbed section. 


THE RECORD OF MURDERS. 


NEARLY 5,000 HOMICIDES REPORTED IN THE 
UNITED STATES LAST YEAR. 

During 1890 there were 4,200 murders and 
homicides reported in the newspapers of the 
United States. The causes are classified as 
follows: Quarrels 2,184, jealousy 3896, liquor 
486, by highwaymen 217, robbers killed 74, in- 
sanity 59, infanticide 167, resisting arrest 149, 
strikes 1, self-defense 67, outrage 25, duels 1, 
unknown 464. During the same period there 
were 102 legal executions distributed among 
the States as follows: 

Missouri, 6; Arkansas, 9; Georgia, 11; Cali- 
fornia,1; District of Columbia, 1; Florida, 2; 
Kentucky, 2; Louisiana, 7; Minnesota, 1; Ala- 
bama, 10; Mississippi, 6; Montana, 1; Nevada, 
2; New Hampshire, 1; North Carolina, 5; Ohio, 
5; Oregon, 1; Texas, 3; Pennsylvania, 8; South 
Carolina, 8; Tennessee, 5; Virginia, 4; Wash- 
ington, 2; West Virginia, 2,and Wyoming, 1.

Ninety of the victims were 
colored, (Indians and 1 Mexican, leaving 31 
whites. 


THE DEATH PENALTY ELSEWHERE. 


MODES OF EXECUTION IN THE VARIOUS COUN- 
TRIES OF THE WORLD. 

The extreme punishment for the gravest 
crimes is considered necessary in nearly 
every country inthe world. Italy is one of 
the few countries where it is not meted out to 
murderers and others guilty of terrible 
crimes. It was abolished there by an im- 
perial decree in 1876 and life imprisonment 
substituted. The following table shows the 
modes of capital punishment adopted in the 
various countries and also indicates when 
the executions are open to the public and 
where they are conducted privately:

THE CALL ON THE QUEEN. 


The Fun Everybody Had When Barnum 
and Tom Thumb Visited Victoria. 


Edward Everett was then the American 


Minister to England. Mr. Barnum had let- 
ters of introduction to him, and he took the 
greatest interest in Tom Thumb, inviting 
him and Barnum to his house and showing 
him every reasonable attention. Mr. Everett 


promised to use his influence at the palace so 
that the General could be presented to the 
Queen. Barnum in the meantime engaged 
Egyptian Hall, andthe announcement of the 
unſque exhibition was followed by a rush of 
visitors representing the wealthand fashion 
of England. Mr. Everett’s efforts and those 
of Charles Murray, master of the household, 
who also interested himself in securing the 
presentation of the Generalto the Queen, 
were successful, and one morning one of the 
life guards brought a note inviting Gen. Tom 
Thumb and his guardian, Mr. Barnum, to ap- 
pear at Buckingham palace on an evening 
that was specified. 9 Mr. Murray 
came instructions to let the little fellow ap- 
pear before her as he would before any one 
else, without any drilling in court etiquette 
and in his own natural way. When the 
eventful day arrived, ‘‘determined to make 
the most of the occasion,’’ says Barnum, ‘‘I

being at Buckingham Palace by command of 
Her Majesty. Arriving at the palace the 
lord in waiting instructed Barnum how he 
should behave in the presence of royalty. In 
no event was he to speak directly tothe 

ueen, but answer all Her Majesty's ques- 
tions through him, and, when leaving, he 
was to back out, Keeping his eyes fixed on 
the sovereign. 

The presentation scene was amusing in 
many by bog Barnum and the General were 
received in the great picture gallery, at one 
end of which were the Queen and Prince Al- 
bert, the Duchess of Kent, the Duke of Wel- 
lington and others. ‘‘The General,’’ Mr.

THE POLICE DON’T LIKE IT. 


The Governor’s Veto of the Recreation 
Bill Causes Dissatisfaction. 


There is a feeling of intense disgust among 
the police to-day over the Governor’s veto of 
the sixteen-day recreation bill. Yesterday 
afternoon the Governor took up the police 
pension and the recreation bilis, and after 
signing the former, disapproved of the other. 
The Police Department, with the exception 
of the Board, Chief and Captains, wanted the 
recreation bill to become a law and accord- 
ingly are greatly disappointed over Gov. 
Francis’ action. They attribute the veto to 
the opposition of the Police Board, which 
strongly objected to any change in the present 
recreation arrangements. While it opposed 
this measure, the board strongly supported 
the persion bill asked by the Police Relief 
Association. The vetoed bill was introduced 
by Representative Julian of Kansas City and 


applied to the Police Department of 
that place, as well“ as St. Louis. 
It originally made it mandatory 
on the police boards to give 


the men two recreation daysin each calendar 
month. It was amended, however, to six- 
teen days in each year and passed in this 
shape. It has been in the Governor’s bands 
ever since, and despite the hard work done 
in its behalf was vetoed. It was strongly 
supported while it was in the Assembly by 
the St. Louis and Kansas City members. 

A number of the police claim that the re- 
lief fund gains little by the enactment of the 
pension law. Tocarry outits provisions the 
board will have to get additional appropri- 
ations fromthe Municipal Assembly. Mem- 
bers ofthe force say that there is sure to be 
a wrangle when additional funds are asked 
for police purposes and that the objects of 
the new law may be defeated. 

The police are now allowed eight days off in 
each year, and musttake them in a lump. 
Under the old system they had a day in each 
month, but a change was deemed necessary 
and ordered by the board about a year ago. 
The board argues that the efficiency of the 
force will be impaired, if there is any in- 
crease inthe number of recreation days, ow- 


ing to the fact that there are not 
enough men now to properly cover 
the city. The commissioners eventually 


hope to get enough money from the Assem- 
bly to increase the force so that the eight 
hour system may be adopted. When this is 
done a reserve force will be kept at all the 
main stations.

Ex-Delegate Cossman’s Contest. 


Ex-Delegate Frank G. Cossman will at the 
meeting of the House of Delegates this even- 
ing present his contest against Frederick G. 
Uthoff, who was elected at the recent elec- 
tion to represent the Seventh Ward. Mr. 
Uthof received three majority accord- 


ing to the official canvass and 
was accordingly given a certificate 
of election by Recorder Carlisle. 


He qualified, and like the others took his seat 
at the organization Tuesday afternoon. Coss- 
man is very anxious to get back to the House 
of Delegates and is working energetically to 
succeed. His friends count on the- eighteen 
Democratic members to help him along. He 
alleges that enough irregularities occurred 
in the Seventh Ward election day to 
give him more than enough votes to elect 
him. He cites in his petition that two 
of the judges went upstairs in the polling 
place at 2011 South Broadway and received 
the Republican ballot of an invalid 
named Pickett. The voter was not able 
to walk down stairs. Yesterday a notice 
was served on Mr. Uthof and 
to-day that member is hard at work getting 
matters in shapetoanswer Cossman’s alle- 
gations. He was seen to-day and said that 
the election was conducted honestly and 
carefully andthat he could not see where 
there was any good grounds for a contest. 
am sure I would not have the office,’’ he 
said, if 1 thought fora minute that I was 
not fairly elected. 

So far as the acceptance of Mr. Pickett’s 
vote is concerned, a Seventh Ward politician 
said to day that the samething was done at 
the last election and no person objected. He 
said: Mr. Pickett has lived in the ward 
many years, and the polling place in 


his precinct is invariably located under 
his apartments. He has been bed 
ridden a long time and cannot 


leave his room. At the fall election a Demo- 
cratic and Republican judge went up stairs 
and received his ballot, and I understand 
this was done at the election a few weeks 
ago. 

During the past few days it has deen re- 
ported about the City Hall that Cossman had 
seen allthe Democratic members and had 
enough votes to oust Uthoff, if they 
saw a clear way of getting 
behind the returns. The contest 
promises to enliven matters considerably in 
the House of Delegates. Mr. Uthoc who 
holds the seat is a prominent merchant and 
stands well in the Seventh Ward. His friends 
will vigorously resist any attempt to unseat 
him.

„Out of the 20,000 people who went there 
when Oklahoma was opened up. said the re 
cent visitor, ‘‘about 8,000 remain They 
claim 6,000, but I think they have about 
doubled the real population. In that com- 
munity there are 200 lawyers. There are only 
4% in St. Louis, but to Guthrie have gone the 
broken down practitioners, the men who 
failed everywhere else, adventurous lawyers, 
and young lawyers of every class and descrip- 
tion. On every street corner I saw signs, ‘So- 
and-So, Attorneys at Law,’ and the principal 
business of the town is litigation. You see 
when Guthrie was first opened up the settlers 
went in and found the ‘sooners’ there. They 
marked off claims, droveastake init and 
wrote their names on the stake, 
then sat down with a pair of 
revolvers and a Winchester re to 
watch it. Claims were jumped and swapped, 
and often they were sold when the seller had 
no earthly title. The result is that nearly 
every piece of property in the ‘city’ is in 
litigation, and the only people who are mak 
ing any money are lawyers. There are only 
two fine residences in the place, and both 
were bullt by lawyers. 

ELECTIONS ARE A PASTIME. 

The day l arrived there they had an elec- 
tion. It was to determine whether the public 
schools which they propose to establish 
should be mixed or whether there should be 
separate schools for the whites and blacks. 
They had their judges and clerks of election 
and their ballots, and the whole thing was 
conducted in regular form. Women vote 
there and they voted in thiselection. The 
mixed school proposition was defeated. The 
negroes are going from the South to Guthrie 
andthe question of negro immigration isa 
very important one.

THOUGHT HE WAS A NEGRO. 


A Mistake Almost Precipitates a Strike at 
the Madison Car Works. 


A strike was almost precipated among the 
hod-carriers employed. by Thomas Mockler & 
Son at the Madison Car Works, now in course 
of erection, yesterday through a mistake of 
one of the material bearers. The hod-car- 
riers are all of pronounced Milesian extrac- 
tion, and they have a union which does not 
recognize the right of colored men 
to work alongside of its mem- 
bers. Yesterday a new hod-carrier 
was put to work on the building, and before 
long the other laborers began muttering and 
threatening to quit unless he was discharged. 
Supt. W. J. Mockler asked the cause of their 
dissatisfaction, and one of them in a rich 
Irish brogue said he wouldn't work with a 


**nigger.’’ Others said the same, 
and matters began to look serious. 
The superintendent tried to assure 


them that the object of their dissatisfaction 
was as much of an Irishman as they were but 
this only made matters worse. The new hod 
carrier was tanned almost brown and his 
face was badly pock-marked, giving him 
something of an African appearance. He 
insisted that there was not a drop of negro 
blood in his veins, but this did not 
satisfy the objectors, one of whom 
insisted that he knew the new laborer’s 
brother and could swear that he was coal 
black. The Superintendent sided with the 
new comer and insisted on his staying on the 
building, but he declined, explaining that he 
did not want to work with men who mistook 
an Irishman for a negro. When he left 
the work went on without further interrup- 
tion. Later in the day the dark-skinned Hi- 
bernian came back and convinced the object- 
ing laborers that he was not of African ex- 
traction, buta lineal descendant of one of 
the oldest families in the County Mayo. He 
was permitted to resume work and the builld- 
ers now hope to complete the work without 
another outbreak in this quarter.

On Monday evening the odor of gas issued 
from the room, which was examined through 
the transom. 

The bed had been moved into the middle of 
the room, and the guests were lying on the 
bed as if asleep. 

They were dead. Two rubber tubes had 
been fastened to the burners in the chande- 
lier, a pair of dainty garters of yellow silk 
being used to make them fast. The other 
ends of the tubes lay on the pillow, close to 
the mouths of the young people, and the gas 
was turned on full head. 

The round white right arm of the woman 
was clasped about the neck of the man and 
his left arm was about her waist. He was 
clad in an embroidered night shirt and she 
wore an elaborate night robe of white. Be- 
tween them was a bunch of white roses. 

Their clothing was neatly arranged on 
chairs.

The Drexel Injunction Suit Against the 
City of Chicago. 

Cuicaco, III., April 2.—In the suit of

HOW FAST ONE WENT ON ITS TRIP FROM 
NEW YORK TO CHICAGO, 


How Many Handle It in Transit— Each 
Man’s Special Work—A Crimson Letter 
Traced—The Number of Hours Between 
Posting and Delivery. 


On Thursday last, at 7:3 p. m., a large, 
crimson letter was posted at the general 
post-office in this city. 

When the letter fell down inside the drop 
for outgoing domestic malis’’ it was two 
7:30 on the big clock of the im- 
mense sorting hall of the New York Post- 
Office. This hall is by far the largest of its 
Kind in the States, and seen from the little 
gallery accessible to the public it affordsa 
most curious sight. with its numerous rows 
of gas-lights, its myriad of pigeon holes and 
its swarm of busy employes. Between six 
and seven hundred thousand letters, papers, 
etc., are dealt with in this room on an aver- 
age day. 

When the letter fell inside the drop it land- 
edon a large table, and was immediately 
taken hold of by anemploye, who described 
himselfasa ‘‘facer-up.’’ He seized it, to- 
gether with some twenty other letters that 
were dropped into the box almost simultane- 
ously, and with a few quick movements laid 
them all with their stamped side uppermost 
and putthem on a tableat his left. That 
facer-up was the first ofall persons who were 
to touch the letter. 

At 7:21 precisely it was taken by the stamp- 
er (No. 2). In ordinary times the stampers 
have to take their own letters themselves 
from the facer-up’s table, but on busy days, 
about Christmas for instance, boys are em- 
ployed who carry the letters from the facer-up 
to the stamper. These stampers display amaz- 
ing dexterity. They take about forty letters 
from the lot hog to their left, place them on 
the table before them, and by quick, succes- 
sive movements pusb ‘them forward one by 
one while the right hand cancels the 
stamps. I timed a stamper and saw him 
stamp 104 letters a minute, but he told — 
that his record was 131. Stamping ~ Ben 
chinery has been tried often, but owing to 
the varying sizeand thickness of letters, the 
different ways of affixing stamps, etc. , the 
attempts to invent a substitute for manual 
labor ve so far failed. 

THE STAMPER'S WORK. 

Now and then the stam — s would put let 

lers in a box by his e. He either sus- 

ted them of bearing insufficient postage 
or they had no stamps at all. These letters 
were taken care of by the junpaid-letter 
clerk, who enters the addresses in a book 
and puts brown stamps on the envelopes, in- 
dicating that the receiver of the letter has to 
poy exactly 100 per cent above the deficiency

It was 7:27 when the 2 the crim- 
son envelope into a slot and it glided toa 
man (No. 3) whose duty itistof the sepa- 
rators, sorters thus named in order to distin- 
guish them from the sorters of incoming 
mails.

The crimson letter, together wit 
many others, was carried to a domestic sepa- 
rator. Asthe public sorts the letters to some 
extent by dropping them into different boxes 
they are roughiy divided into three classes 
before the facer-up gets them,and accord- 
ingly they are brought to corresponding Sep 
arators, who put each letter into one of the 
7,326 pige on-holes. 

The sorter (No. 4) who got the crimson let

of his pigeon oles bore the name either of a 
State ora large city, and one could — 
know the partitions for large towns by the 
conspicuously large number of letters that 
were putintothem. Although a pigeon-hole 
is capable of holding more than a hundred 
letters, those for Chicago fill in about eight 
minutes. There are about forty separators 
who sort letters for Chicago, so it is clear 
that New York keeps up a bi es ndence 
with the metropolis of the la ut one 
in every forty letters which leave — Tork 
goes to Chicago. 

Each se tor has to tie his own bundles, 
and at 7.42 the bundle, including the crimson 
letter, was made up, provided with a yellow 
label ‘pearing the sorter’s name and ‘‘7 
Chicago (D), III., and put on a side table 
while the sorter resumed his work. It is 
curious to watch him as he threw each letter 
into its proper pigeon hole with never-falling 
preciseness, asa rule even without looking 
at the — 3 Dole at all.

During the night, of course, no delivery is 
made, and in consequence the letters were 
sorted until were finished. and at 1:54a boy 
(No. 89) carried the lot, including the crim- 
son letter, to the sorters of carriers’ routes 
(No. #), The latter finished them at 2:12,and 
from that hour until 7-30 a. m. the letters re- 
mained where they were, waiting for the 
carriers. The Post-office "box letters were 
immediately put into their proper boxes and 
could have been found there at 2:30a. m. 

At 7 o'clock sharp the carriers entered the 
Post-office. One of them went straight for 
the box containing the crimson letter. He 


the houses on his block, and at 7-30 he left the 
Post-office for his route. At 8 12 a. m. I saw 
him drop the letter into the letter-box at the 
door of the addressee. He was the forty-first 
person who took an active part in its deliv- 
ery, and 1 day, 12 hours and 44 minutes 
elapsed between posting and delivery. Of 
this time, 27 hours 45 minutes were spent in 
a train, and 5 hours 18 minutes in waiting for 
the carriers in the Chicago Post-office. One 
hour and s minutes were needed for the trans- 
portation from the New York Post-office to 
the train and from the train to the Chicago 
Office. The carrier in Chicago carried it with 
him for 42 minutes, and the net time for sort- 
ing, stamping, etc., therefore was but 1 hour 
51 minutes.

Mr. Corbett will probably find on the evening 

of the fight that Peter isin condition entirely 
too good to be defeated by him. 

Fitzsimmonsand Hall have made a change 

offront. They have concluded that the $17,- 
000 purse offered by the Astoria Club was not 
certain enough and yesterday they 
signed articles of agreement for 
a fight to a finish with 
four ounce gloves, Queensberry rules for a 
purse of $12,000, of which the loser is to ro- 
ceive $1,000. Thefightistotake placein St. 
Paul or Minneapolis on July 22, before a club 
to be named by Frank N. Shaw, with whom 
each man has posted a forfeit of $1,500. The 
men are to weigh not over 166 pounds in ring 
costume. Parson Davies for Hall and George 
R. Clark for Fitzsimmons signed 
the articles, and they are to agree 
on the referee. Mr. Shaw, who holds 
the forfeit, is connected with the 
Twin City Club. The Astoria Club who of- 
fered a purse of $5,000 more for the contest, 
was asked to guarantee its offer by posting a 
forfeit of $5,000 and placing the $17,000 in 
bank. Nothing is said, however, about mak 
ing Shaw guarantee his offer, and ifthe at 
tendance at the contest does not realize 
enough to pay the purse there is no guaran- 
tee that the men will receive it. The Twin 
City Club is better known, it is true, but could 
not be forced to pay the money if it concluded 
not to do so. If one tlub must guarantee its 
offer, why should not theother? It seems 
strange that Mr. Davies and Mr. Clark should 
guard the interests of their men so zealously 
with one club and ignore them completely in 
dealing with another. 


By a late Australian steamer there arrived 
afighter who has not yet suffered defeat in 
the ring. His name is Terence Lynch, and he 
for several years held the championship of 
South Africa, Tasmania and New Zealand.

The lattes retired fromthe ring to go 
into the hotel dusiness, and the match fell 
through. Lynch afterward defeated Wells in 
three Pounds, Logan in eleven rounds, Stokes 
in six rounds and Harrington in seventeen 
rounds, He also defeated allcomersin Tas 
mania for the championship. He was 
matched with Harry Lainge and Dick 
Matthews, but the matches fell through.

ATHLETICS. 

The growth of the athletic taste in this 
country is something remarkable,and George 
Goldie, trainer ofthe N. . A. C., while re- 
cently unburdening himself on the subject, 
drew attention to the fact that Scotchmen 
were among the first to introduce and foster 
a love for athletic exercises. While the first 
concerted attention paid toamateur athletics 
in New York dates back to 1854,’’ said Mr. 
Goldie, ‘‘in the organization of the Cale- 
donian Club, general interest really began 
only about a dozen or fifteen yearsago. The 
Caledonian Club, down on Spring street, in 
1854 started with about six members with the 
purpose of perpetuating Scottish games. 
Those associated with the organization were 
all Scotchmen, and as the club gradually in- 
creased in membership the Caledonian games 
were celebrated once a year. This Caledonian 
Club was the only athletic club in New 
York up to 1868. It now has about five 
hundred members and a house worth $50,- 
000. Then came the New York Athletic Club, 
which is the oldest ofits kind in the United 
States. it had butasmall membership at 
first, but was well managed fromthe begin- 
ning and caught the growing taste for all 
kinds of athletic sports, then first beginning 
to show itself inthis country. There was a 
Scottish-American Club in 1878. Curiously 
enough nearly all of these early clubs were 
composed of Scotchmen, orthe descendants 
of Scotchmen. Then came the Manhattan 
Olub in 1875, which has grown to a splendid 
organization of some 2,500 members and 
which owns property estimated at $900,000. 
There is another strong club at Berkeley. Be- 
sides these the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation and the other associations encourage 
athietics among their members. Most of them 
have some sort of gymnasium and have some 
of the regular features of physical training. 

The New York Athletic Club,“ continued 
Mr. Goldie, had a very small membership to 
start on, but when we got ready to dedicate 
our new club-house, in 1885, we had a mem- 
bership of 2,000, with a waiting list of 700 
more. The membership was limited then to 
2,00. We now have some 2,600 members. 
The house cost the club about $500,000, in- 
cluding its furniture, and is probably worth 
more money to-day than it cost. Taking New 
York athletic people altogether, I should say 
there are about 8.000 to 10,000 persons either 
taking regular training or interested through 
membership in the various clubs. The Berke- 
ley is the only club that has a ladies’ annex 
and a lady membership. I should say that 
only about 25 per cent of the entire member- 
ship ofall the clubs really take an active 
interest.’’

Madame Melba 
will not become amember of the troupe. 
So, who the female star will be that can 
equal in luster the splendid group 
of male singers, is a problem that is yet 
awaiting a solution. Probably it may find 
one during the developments of the season of 
Italian opera in London, which has, by the 
way, just been inaugurated by the perform- 
ance of Gluck’s ‘‘Orfeo’’ by the Sisters 
Ravogli, an appropriate send-off, as those 
two artistes are amongst the very few Italians 
in the company, which, large as it is, num- 
bers some five Italians in all.

There is but one truly great artiste 
amongst the younger singers now on the 
boards, and that one is Emma Nevada. 
Mme. Melba has a delicious voice, it is true, 
but she is no actress and she lacks charm. 
But the wonder and the marvel, the dazzling 
blonde with soprano notes like the spray of 
the fountain of molten diamonds in the fairy 
tale; the bewitching brunette with the ex- 
quisitely sympathetic voice and fault 
less vocalization; the passionate dramatic 
soprano with sapphire blue eyes and jet 
black locks, magnificentas actress and as 
singer—where are they now? They were all 
present in the flesh on the lyric boards of Eu- 
ropea quarter of a century ago, Nilsson, 
Patti, and Lucca, but where are their succes- 
sors? They followed after Sontag, and Al- 
bani, and Grisi, and Jenny Lind, with only a 
brief break in the melodious succession, but 
the race of great Italian singing prima 
donne is dying out nowadays. 

THE GREAT CONTRALTO. 

Albani, the great contralto (not to be con- 
founded with that noble artiste and charm- 
ing woman, Mme. Albani) is the last survivor 
of the marvelous group of singers that were 
in their prime forty years ago. She lives 
very quietly in her elegant hotel on the 
Cowes la Reine, sometimes entertaining a 
fellow-singer. Sheis especially attached to 
Mme. Nevada, and gave a very brilliant 
soiree in her honor a few seasons ago. Very 
rarely does she consent tojlet the still magnif- 
icent notes of her once peerless 
voice be heard at some char- 
ity concert. Strange to say, this 
famous and applauded artiste after her long 
years of experience on the boardsis now a 
master to stage fright whenever she appears 
in public. She was heard in opera last sea- 
son quite by chance, and very few of the 
musical critics and connoisseurs of Paris 
were present on the occasion. It was at 
a performance gotten up for the benefit 
of a broken-down artiste. One of the 
most important or the singers that had prom- 
ised to lend their concurrence was suddenly 
taken ill. M. Duprez,in whose charming 
little hall the representation was to take 
place, had the happy idea of appealing to Al- 
bani. She responded by promising to appear 
in some scenes from La Favorita.’’ She 
kept her word, and thrilled and delighted the 
audience by the velvety richness of her voice 
and the perfection of her method. The other 
evening she gavea dinnerin honor of Mme. 
Adelina Patti. When the ladies had returned 
to the drawing-room after the repast some of 
the persons present dexterously led the con- 
versation to Rossiniandto the duet sung at 
his obsequies by Mme. Albani and one of the 
great sopranos of the day, Ithink by Jenny 
Lind, At all events the hostess grew en- 
thusiastic in her conversation about Rossini, 
who was not only her warm personal friend, 
but her teacher as well. She began by 
humming the music of the duetin question; 
then Mme. Patti joined in, and finaily the 
two great singers went to the plano and 
ended by giving the duet in full to the great 
delight of Albani’s guests. 

HER FRIENDS. 

Among her intimate friends and the con- 
stant habitues of the elegant hotel on the 
Cours la Reine are Alexandre Dumas and 
Mr. William Stewart, the latter the American 
millionaire and art connoisseur, who has re- 
sided for full a quarter of a century in Paris. 
In summer Mme. Albani inhabits a superb 
villa called the Villa Cenerentola, which she 
has named herself after her favorite role, 
and which is situated near Sevres. She de- 
lights in talking over the events of her past 
career, and is very proud of the fact that 
her glorious voice has never been approached, 
for less equaled, by any contralto of the 
modern operatic stage. She compares some- 
times the salaries paid in the days when she 
was a debutante with what singers receive at 
the present time. She made her debut at La 
Scala in Milan when she was only 15 and her 
salary was $i6a month. A few years later she 
was engagedto singin London at $10,000 for 
the season. 

Once she asked Rossini whohe considered 
the master par excellence of all composers. 

‘*Beethoven,’’ was the response. 

And what about Mozart?’’ 

He was the god of music. 

HER AGE. 

Madame Albaniis nownearly 70 years of 
age. Sheis still stout, but the embonpoint 
that was excessive while she was in the prime 
of life, and that led to her premature with- 
drawal from the stage, has rather diminished 
than increased with the passage of years. 
She was still inthe plenitude of her powers 
when the pitiless mockery of a Pari- 
sian audience induced her to give 
up her operatic career forever. She 
was singing atthe opera in ‘‘La Favorita.’’ 
When Leonora appeared in the last act in the 
garbof a monk, the tradition of the part de- 
manded that the robe, being that of a novice, 
should be white. Inthis most disadvantag- 
eous costume, with the place where the sing- 
er’s waist should have been (but where, alas! 
it was not!) defined by a tightly drawn cord, 
the very stout lady looked bigger than ever. 
O, a miracle!“ cried one of the spectators 
in the stalls. Behold a flour-bag that can 
not only walk alone but that sings!’’ Albani 
overheard the remark and never again ap- 
peared uponthe stage, reserving the unim- 
paired richness of her voice for concerts, in 
which she was for many years unrivaled. 

They were a great race, these queens of 
song of forty and fifty yearsago. The singers 
of later years many of their grand 
characteristics. Money and not art has 
been the idol of those whose reign 
is only just ending. And with 
the American girl singers of late, an unpleas- 
ant melody, knownin their native land as 
the swell head, has largely developed itself. 
A fortunate debut, a series of complimentary 
articles in the papers, and a good engage- 
ment or two, suffice to make one of these 
pretty creatures into a second Molibron or a 
new Jenny Lindin herown conceit. Nor is 
she satisfied with herown self-appreciation. 
She desires recognition and applause and 
homage from all the world. 

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 

The American colony in Paris is just now 
deeply exercised over avery mysterious af. 
fair which may be briefly set forth as follows 

Several yearsago a very beautiful American 
girl, related to several of the leading Ami- 
lies of the United States, came to Europe and 
contracted there an unfortunate marriage, 
which was, however, dissolved after a brief 
but disastrous matrimaqnial experience on the 


part of the wife by the death of the husband. 
The widow, still young and in the 
full bloom of her remarkable loveliness, re- 
turned to her native land, literally in a pen- 
niless condition. Her high-born relations 
were kind and generous, as is the wont of 
well-to-do Americans when one of their Kins- 
folk is in distress, and the poverty-stricken 
charmer was allowed to want for nothing. 
Suddenly she disappeared from her American 
home and surroundings. She makes her ap- 
pearance in Paris, to all appearance rolling 
in wealth. Her residence, her furniture, her 
equipages, her jewels, her toilettes, her en- 
tertainments, are all of the most magnificent 
character. People naturally ask, ‘“Whence 
comes the money to pay for all this splen- 
dor?’’ The lady herself declares that a dis- 
tant relative of her late husband died lately, 
and bequeathed the fortune intended for his 
kinsman to that gentleman’s widow, On the 
other hand there are slanderous persons who 
assert that there isa vague shadow of a fast 
and rich French nobleman flitting in the 
background. Opinions, therefore, are 
divided concerning the American beauty. 
Some worthy matrons receive her with open 
arms, gO toher entertainments and invite 
her to their houses, and generally make 
themselves agreeable to her. Others have 
suddenly developed a sort of intermittent 
nearsightedness which attacks them with ex- 
traordinary severity whenever their country- 
woman comes within the scope of their ob- 
servation.

LEARNING CARPENTRY. 


An Exhibition of Wood Working Given by 
the Pupils of L’Overture School 


The manual training class of the L’Over- 
ture Colored School, at Jefferson avenue and 
Papin street, gave an exhibition in carpen- 
try yesterday afternoon to a number of 
friends, teachers and prominent colored citt- 
zens, who had been invited to attend. The 
exhibition was given by the class as arranged 
by Principal O. M. Wood to show how quickly 
the youth of the public school pick up prac- 
tical mechanics or manual training and what 
great progress has been made by the class of 
twelve boys in four weeks with three lessons 
aweek. Formorethan a year Prof. Wood 
has been trying to establish a manual 
training department in connection with his 
school and about six weeks ago induced the 
Teachers Committee of the School Board to 
put a floor in a basement room of the school. 
He then visited a number of prominent men 
in the city and after explaining his scheme to 
them succeeded in raising several hundred 
dollars with which he bought twelve carpen- 
ter’s ‘‘kits,’’ the same as Prof. Woodward 
uses in the Manual Training School of the 
Washington University. Six double carpen- 
ter benches were built in the basement 
and a quantity of rough lumber was 
stored there. Twelve boys ranging 
from 11 to 16 years of age who had 
no knowledge whatever of tools, or of the 
possibilities in working wood, were selected 
from the sixth, seventh and eighth grades of 
the school and made into a class. Every 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday for four 
weeks past, these boys have gone to work in 
the basement of the school house to learn the 
art of carpentering. Mr. A. T. Berthe, a 
carpenter who has had thirty years’ ex- 
perience in his business here, volunteered to 
teach the class the trade. They were taught 
the names of the tools first, the difference in 
saws and planes, for what purpoi3e each tool 
is usedand howto use it. When this was 
earned the boys were taught torip lumber 
and cut it and then to plane and square 
a stick twoinches square. Bench drawings 
of a block of wood were next made to teach 
the boys how to prepare their own plansin a 
job of carpentry. Some of ihe drawings 
were very good. Attheexhibition yesteraay 
the boys, some of them so small that they 
have to stand on benches when at work, 
showed how completely they had mastered 
the rip and cross-cut saws in cutting up lum 
ber, and of the jack-plane in finishing He 
lumber. Specimens of planed and squared 
pieces shown the visitors yesterday would re- 
fiect credit on a carpenter of long ex- 
perience. Besides being taught the use of 
the tools the boys learn the names ofall 
the parts of each tool, how they are made, 
how to sharpen and keep them. The class 
room is a modelof cleanliness and order. 
Prof. Wood is delighted and is more enthusi- 
astic than ever over his pet scheme. He now 
thinks that he willfind no trouble in intro- 
ducing a manual training department in 
every colored schoolinthecity. A series of 
lessons in joining, one of the most interest- 
ing and difficult branches of carpentery, will 
begin next week. Mr. Berthe, the teacher, is 
greatly encouraged in his work by the apt- 
ness of the colored boys in picking up the 
rudiments of the trade, and he says his pupils 
dre in no hurry to leave the room after their 
lessons have been learned. An exhibition of 
work in more advanced carpentry will be 
giveninafew weeks or at the end ofthe 
school term.
